Those riders of the passing generation 
who used to move between earth and 
heaven at the altitude of an “ordinary, 
as they are now termed, may be better 
able to realize from those lofty memor- 
ies what is here set down than those 
who are content with reduced diameters.

Finnans, who thus fairly earned any ad- 
vantage that micht accrue; for without 
his efforts the thousands of labourers 
and artisans who were attracted to the 
new town could not have found employ- 
ment mm the manner they did. Having 
laid the foundations of the town, he then 
made the town itself by starting factories 
and drawing public attention to. the 
untages of the locality.
